POCKET MINER.

Mark Twain's narrow escape from be- 
coming a pocket-miner has never been 
to'd. It is worth recording, as it gave 
him the story of the ‘Jumping Frog,” 
and sent him off along the line of the 
literary lode and set him to scratching 
therein for pockets of fun, 

In 1865 Mark wearied of Bohemian 
life in San Francisco and went up into 
the mining regions of Calaveras county 
to rusticate with some old friends 
Steve, Jim and Biily Gillis. Jim Gillis 
was, and still is, one of the mest expert 
pocket miners in California. Although 
educated with a view eventually to fight 
the battle of life as a physician, and 
though still finding solace in his leisure 
moments in the works of Greek and Latin

Connected with the Dead Letter office 
at Washington, sags a letter to the New 
York Telegram, is X museum of curiosi- 
ties received through the mail, and they 


embrace articles Of all grades, from a

In this cabinet, too, can be seen a box of 
gold from California—gold in the rough, 
and silver and cacti from Arizona. Then 
above these Texas is represented by the 
serpents she has senf, all received alive, 
Some of them were sent in perforated tin 
cans, and intended for a foreign mu- 
seum.

Sunflowers for Fuel. 


A correspondent of the Dakota Farmer, 
after having tried ‘*‘ turf,” coal, wood 
and sunflowers, has settled upon the last 
named as the cheapest and best fuel for 
treeless Dakota. lle says: ‘‘ I grow one 
acre of them every year, and have plenty 
of fuel for one stove the whole year round, 
and use some in another stove beside. | 
plant them in hills the same as corn 
(only three seeds tomthe hill), and culti- 
vate same as corn. I cut them when the 
leader or top flower is ripe, let them lay 
on the the ground two or three days; in 
that time I cut off all the seed heads, 
which are put.into an open shed witha 
floor in it, the same as acorn crib; the 
stalks are then hauled home and packed 
in a common shed with a good roof on. 
When cut in the right time the stalks, 
when dry, are hard as oak, and make a 


the seeds in, make a better fire than the 
hard coal. The seed being very 


rich in oil, it will burn better and longer, 
‘The

should be highly enriched with manures. 
In the great steppes (prairie) region in 
the interior of Russia and in Tartary, 
where the winters are more severe than 
here in Dakota, the sunflowers are, and 
kave been for centuries past, the only 
kind of fuel used.

While we are not disposed to crit- 
icize harshly we do think the se- 
lection of the place for holding the 
concert was a sad mistake. The 
building is suitable for the purpose 
for which erected, and no other. 
Ventilation was not thought of, as 
every window was closed tightly 
and the curtains drawn. The mu- 
sic, both instrumental and vocal, 
was of the best kind ; in fact we 
doubt much whether it has been 
our lot to have ever heard better, 
all things considered. The eight- 
hand instramental piece, the first 
number on the program, Was charm- 
ing, and the volunteer selection be- 
tween numbers six and seven was 
full of good music and deftly execut- 
ted. As was evinced in the later

The first se- 
lection was very good, but the sec- 
ond was marred, perhaps, by the 
anxiety of the usher to hand her a 
bouquet, which distarbed her. Miss 
Eunice Wormley exhibited the qual- 
ities of a finished musician; sitting 
erect at the instrument and placing 
her fingers on the key-board only 
when they were to strike a note.

ANOTHER NEEDED © HANGE. 


The colored schools of Washing- 
ton and Georgetown have arrived 
at that point in their existence 
when the infusion of new blood into 
them would be highly beneficial and 
no place in them need more of it 
than the superintendency. If dig- 
nity, reserved manners, red-tapeisom 
and adherence to old fossil and ex- 
ploded theories on education are es- 
sential requisites for a superinten- 
dent, then Mr.Cook is amply pro- 
vided ; but measuring him by the es- 
tablished standard among modern 
educators he falls far short of the 
requirements. Mr. Cook 1s a pol- 
ished and refined gentleman, but 
something besides polish and re- 
finements are needed in the man- 
agemeut of a public trust of so 
much importance as the education 
of the people’s children. Mr. Cook 
lacks executive force, and creative 
abilities, and is, in a general sense 
deficient in that broad comprehen- 
siveness necessary to impart vigor 
and life to our school system. The 
colored schools in the county have 
made more rapid progress in all de- 
tails of stady during the last five 
years than those in the city under 
Mr. Cook. Their schools are better 
provided with school furniture and 
apparatus than the city schools, 
and have more than kept pace in 
the special stadies. Mr. Cook ap- 
parently is unmindfal that in car- 
rying his recluse personal habits 
into official life that he is working an 
injustice to the people’schildren. A 
person may be asretired in their 
private life as they chose to select, 
but public servants supported by 
taxes of the people to look after a 
public interest should either divest 
themselves of their selfishness or 
else get out of the way for some one 
else. The citizens of Washington 
have been very indulgent to Mr. 
Cook, and have glossed over his 
short comings, partly for his own 
sake but largely for the kind re- 
membrance of his father’s worth 
and usefulness. The times as well 
as people are changing, and the 
wheel of progress is turning swiftly 
and surely, and those who fail to 
keep pace will be relegated to the 
rear. Mr. Cook is the Rip Vau 
Winkle of education in Washing- 
ton, he sees in his memory the 
school taught by him in Union 
Bethel Church 20 years ago, and 
cannot comprehend the changes 
during that period. The High 
School has been crippled and its use- 
fulness contracted owing to the lack 
of comprehensiveness of its needs, 
by the executive head, the Superin- 
tendent. The Normal School has 
been circumscribed in its profession- 
al field of duty through the inabili- 
ty of Mr. Cook to grow big enough, 
in mind, to place it upon a profes- 
sional basis. His thin-skinness is 
such that no matter how full of sug- 
gestions the Supervising Principals, 
Normal and High School Teach- 
ers may be, they shrink from ad- 
vancing them for fear of wounding 
his pride, and tender sensibilities. 
The teachers, especially the youn- 
ger ones, are in need of advice sug- 
gestive of improvements, but Mr. 
Cook invariably gives them when 
applied to husk for corn; to such 
an extent has this become the rule 
that quite a number of ladies avail 
themselves of information through 
other sources. The time has come 
for Mr .Cook to retire, if to do noth- 
ing else but to nurse his pride, 
and preserve his dignity.

FOUR MURDERERS HANGED, 


THEY PAY THE PENALTY OF THEIR 
CRIMES IN THREE STATES. 


Executions in Maine, New Hampshire 
and Arkansas, 


Four men were hanged for murder the 
other day in three different States—two on 
the same gallows at Thomaston, Me, one 
at Concord, N. H., and one at Fort Smith, 
Ark. The following is a short account of 
each execution and the crime committed: 

IN MAINE. 

Capone and Santore, the two Italian mur- 
derers, were hanged at Thomaston, Me. At 
11: a. M. the condemned men started for the 
gallows. Both had their arms pinioned and 
were dressed in black. They walked firmly,and 
were alittle pale. They deployed on the scaf- 
fold and each noose was adjusted. San- 
tore said he forgave all, even Capone. 


«Capone coolly surveyed the scaffold structure 


and stood firmly, as did Santore. At 12 
o'clock the black caps were puton. When 
the trap was sprang by the sheriff the bodies 
fell eight feet, slightiy rebounding. No 
struggies ensued. here was a slight muscu- 
lar contraction of the body of Ca- 

® a minute and a half after fall- 
ing. The pulse of Santore one minute 
and a twelfth after falling beat ninety, and 
that of Capone eighty. At eight and a half 
minutes the pulse of both ceased to beat, and 
at twenty-one minutes the bodies were cut 
down and put into coffins. 

On the evening of September 7, 1883, Pas- 
quale Cosica,an ltalian laborer, was murdered 
in Brewer, a few miles from Bangor. San- 
tore and Capone, his fellow laborers, were 
arrested. joth made confessions, but 
each asserted that the other took the 
part of chief culprit in killing Cosica. The 
three men were walking together, when one, 
who walkel behind their victim, shot him 
with a revolver; after which the two took 
the money he was known to have—$60— and 
divided it equally. They went to Bangor and 
both got drunk. Santore was forty years 
old; Capone was twenty-six. Both leave fami- 
lies in Italy. 


IN NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

Thomas Samon was hanged at Concord, N. 
H., the_execution being divested of = 
special incident of interest,although the triple 
crime, which he committed was one of the 
bloodiest in the annals of New England. Its 
history is as follows: 


Soon after 5 a. mM. on Sunday, November | 


25, 1883, the sleeping village of Laconia was 
awakened by the ringing of bells and cries of 
“Fire!” Investigation soon showed that 
there was not only a (fire, but that 
a triple, and, it was first believed, a 
quadruple, murder had been 
mitted. The burning house was that occu- 
pied by James Ruddy, a respectable mechan- 
ic, his wife, and a child of tender years. The 


first neighbor to arrive at the spot found 


Mrs. Ruddy lying on theground under the 
front window, through which she had made 
a desperate leap. The woman was bleeding 
protusely, and screaming for help. When 
asked what was the matter, she ex. 
claimed: “Pick mse up: Im all cut to 
pieces!’ Kind hands at once assisted her 
toan adjoining house, where she became un- 
conscious, and medical aid was summoned. 
As the back door of Ruddy’s house was 
broken open the flames burst out, but quick 
work soon extinguished them. On the kitchen 
floor lay the bodies of Ruddy and his child, 
both frightfully cut and covered with the 
contents of a feather bed, which had been 
saturated with kerosene and set on fire. 
The flames had already nearly obliter- 
ated the features of th, Near 
in a bedroom,' was the body of Mrs. 
John Ford, packed in a trunk. The bed- 
clothes had been placed on the trunk, satur- 
ated with oil, and set on fire’ One leg had 
been chopped off with an axe, and the limbs 
were bound to the body with a clothesline, 
so that the body might be crowded into the 
trunk. Mra Ruddy, who was supposed to 
be dying, but who has recovered, was re- 
vived by the physicians sufficientiy to give 
astatement of the tragedy, and the perpe- 
trator of the dreadful deed was arrested a 
fore he could escape from the town. 

From Mrs. Ruaddy’s recital, and from facts 
since confessed by the murderer, it was 
learned that Thomas Samon, a French Cana. 
dian, thirty-six years of age, occupied a room 
in Mrs, Ford’s house. Ford was a carpenter, 
and was at work in anadjoining town. Dur- 
ing his absence Samon and Mrs. Ford drank 
together to some extent. On Friday might, 
April &, they had been drinking and quar- 
relled. Samon, in a fit of anger, hurled a 
hillet of wood at the woman and killed her. 
In the morning he mutilated the body 
until it could be crowded iMmto a_ trunk. 
He then procured a wheelbarrow and 
trundied his ghastly Joad to Ruddy’s house, 
Samon, who was a hotel cook, had frequent- 
ly visited the Ruddys. On this occasion he 
made a plausible excuse for the presence of 
the trunk and also for its excessive weight. 
The trunk was deposited in the room where 
it was afterward found, and, after passing a 
pleasant evening, during which the 
murderer concealed his nervousness, if 
be had any, all retired to bed. This 
was at °% o'clock. The merderer, how- 
ever, could not sleep. Ati1l o'clock he was 
heard walking in his room, and Mrs. Ruddy 
got up and gave him a of tea. At 4in 
the morning Samon again left- his room, and 
after looking out of the front window, went 
back to the kitchen. Mr. Ruddy and his 
wife then arose to see if they could help their 
perturbed guest, and Mr. Ruddy followed 
bim to the kitchen. 

“T soon heard a fall,” said Mrs, Ruddy, 
“and going out, found my husband hang- 
ing over a chair, arms down. Samon 
started for me and struck at me 
with a hatchet, hitting me on the head. 
I grabbed his arm, Dut he struck me 
again and threw me to the floor. He then 
went into the front room and killed the baby. 
While he wasthere I tried te unlock the 
titchen door, but he came back and struck 
me on the head again, knocking me down. I 
aid perfectly quiet. He then went back into 
ihe front room, got the body of the baby,and 
‘ame back. He covered us withfeathers and 
itraw, saturated them wiih oil, and set them 
mm fire, and then went out. I got up and 
went to the front window; tried to get it up, 
ut could not. I then broke a pane of glass 
and jumped through.” 

Samon’s assertions of innocence were so 
well feigned that the officers took Ford into 
~ustody also on ee of complicity in the 
cilling of his wife, but he proved an alibi and 
was released. Samon’s conviction and con- 
‘ession followed. He said that he killed th» 
Ruddys because he feared that they had dis- 
sovered the contents of the trunk. Sentence 
of death was imposed. Samon has not shrunk 
‘rom the penalty of his crime, and has freely 
admitted its justice during his imprison- 
ment. 


IN ARKANSAS. 


At Fort Smith, Ark., William Phillips, a 
white man, was hung for the crime of mur- 


ier, committed in the Indian Territory. Four 
sthers—Fred M. Ray, William Dickson, 
Mason Holcomb and William Meadows— 
were to have accompaniel Phillips in his 
light to the other world, but through Execu- 
sive clemency they are permitted to live, their 
sentences having been commuted to life im- 


prisonment.

Whata War Between an! 
KRussin Would be. 


A war between England and Russia would 
not be confined to a atruggie between the two 
powers on the disputed Afghan frontier. 
Many important warlike demonstrations 
would occur on sea and along the sea coast. 
What would be likely to occur in the event 
of war, isthus told bya New York Herald 
editorial: 


A war between Great Britain and Russia, 
supposing no other European nations wers 
drawn into it, would yet probably be carried 
on by sea as well as on land. lHKussia has a 
considerable navy—S5S8 vessels of all c asses, 
carrying 671 guns. Of these forty are iron- 
clads, of which six are ships of the first class, 
with armor from fourteen to sixteen inches 
thick, and eleven are seagoing cruisers, with 
from four and one half to seven inches of 
armor. 

The Black Sea fleet of Russia, which con- 
eisted last year of ninety-eight vessels, in- 
cluding seven iron clads, is probably of only 
local importance, though its existence neces- 
sitates the stationing of a strong British fleet 
in the Mediterranean to keep the Russians 
within the Black sea. 

But it is tolerably certain that in case of 
war the Russians would try to send a part at 
least of their Baltic fleet to sea. This fleet 
contains thirty-three iron-clads and forty-nine 
unarmored frigates and cruisers, some of 
them reputed fast, beside ninety-five torpedo 
boats and various gunboats and minor ves- 
sels. The recent reports that the approaches 
to Cronstadt were being lined with torpedoes 
means, we may suppose, that on these and on 
their numerous torpedo boats the Russian 
engineers mean to rely for the defence of 
their important harbors. 

The first aim of the English will be, of 
course, to blockade the Russian fleet in the 
Baltic. It is for this end, no doubt, that the 
British admiralty is now concentrating a 

werful iron clad fleet in the channel and 

orth sea. The escape to sea of even a 
small Geet of fast Russian cruisers might be 
ascricus matter to the English Such a 
fleet, well managed and reinforced by a few 
ships now on the Siberian coast and else- 
where, might, without stopping to fight 
equals, worry itsenemy in many ways. A 
threatened descent upon the British West 
Indies, for instance, would necessitate the 
diversion ofa numerous English fleet, as 
well as of troops, t> protect those ex 
possessions. Two or three fast and well 
armed Russian cruisers in the Indian ocean 
would employ another and considerable 
British force to protect the Mauritius, th» 


Cape, and, perhaps, to guard some India» 
ports.

GEN. HAZEN REPRIMANDED, 


Sentence of the Court-Martial in the 
Chief Signal Officer's Case. 

The court-martial proceeding in the case 
of General William B. Hazen, chief of the 
signal service, has been made public. Th 
sentence is a reprimand, which is made by 
President Cleveland as follows: 

“The proceedings, findings and sentence in 
the case of Brigadier-General William B. 
Hazen, chief signal officer, U. 8 A., are 
hereby approved. In giving effect to the sen- 
tence of the court-martial it is to be ob- 
served that the more exalted the rank 
held by an officer of the army the greater is 
the responsibility resting upon him to afford 
through bis own subordination to his superior 
officers an example for all others who may be 
of inferior rank in the service. To an of- 
ficer of fine sensibilities the mere fact of be- 
ing brought to trial before a court-martial 
must be in itself a mortification and punish- 


ment. In the foregoing case the 
accused, whose high rank and 
long experience in ser- 


the 

vice should have inspired him with a full 
realization of that respect for constituted au- 
thority which is essential to military disci- 
pline, had been adjudged guilty of indulgi 

in unwarranted and captious criticism of 
superior officer, the secretary of war, there- 
by setting a rnicious example sub- 
versive of discipline and the interests of 
the service. Subordination is necessarily the 
primal duty of a soldier, whatever his 

may be. In losing sight of this principle the 
accused has brought upon himself the con- 
demnation of his brother officers who ex: 
amined the charges against him and seriously 
impaired his own henorable pre 
vious conduct. It is to be hoped that the les 
son will not be forgotten. General Hazen 
will be released from arrest and resume the

~ RIOTING IN CORK: 


Demonstrations For and Against the 
Prince of Wales. 


Upon the arrival of the Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales in Cork the railway station 
and streets in its vicinity were crowded with 
people. When the train bearing them drew 
into the station it was greeted with hearty 
eheers. An address of welcoms was de- 
livered, and much enthusiasm prevailed. 

The prince and princess, however, did not 
repeat their Dublin triumph. Everything 
within the power of the loyalists to do was 
doue to make the reception a success, and the 
manager of the demonstration remained up 
most of the past night to make sure of their 
arrangements. When the prince and 
princess emerged from the railway 
station, after their arrival in the city, 
they were greeted with cheer after 


cheer. During their progress in the parade, 
workmen and boys ran alongside their car- 
riage and kept up the cheering to drown the 
hisses of the nationalists, who lined the entire 
route, and made continual hostile demonstra- 
tions. The conduct of the leaguers arouse 
these loyalists to a hich pitch, and they made 
the streets echo with shouts of welcome. 

The wonder is that there was no violent 
breach of the peace during the parade, for it 
proceeded amid a continual warfare of words 
and taunts between the loyalists and the n1- 
tionalists, whose numbers were about equally 


divided. 

John O , nationalist member for Tip-

procession and sang “God Save Ireland” 
every time the loyalists or their band started 
up ‘God Save the Queen ” or ‘‘ God Save the 
Prince of Wales.”

The meeting declared that the loyalist 
attempt to get upa fictitious demonstration 
of welcome in honor of royalty had proven a 
failure, and {aresolution congratulat- 
ing John O'Connor, who manage.l the hostile 
demonstrations, for the victory he had 
achieved for the nationalist cause. 

In the afternoon a detective arrested a 
man who was throwing stones at the loyal- 
ists’ procession. A mob speelily formed and 
attempted to rescue the prisoner. The de. 
tective fired his revolver, but without hitting 
any one, and succeeded in taking his prisoner 
to a police court, where he was prompily re- 
leased on bail furnishel by the mayor of 
Cork. 

After the mass meeting the nationalists 
scattered through the city in parties num. 
bering from 5) to 00 men. Doors and windows 
were smashed, flags and decorations were 
torn down and heaped upon blazing bonfires, 
and many gun stores were broken into for 
the pu of arming the mob. Police- 
men, when encountered singly or in small 

uads, were attacked and beaten unmer- 
cffully with own truncheons. 
In many cases the police rallied and charged 
desperately upon the mob, but they were in- 
variably surrounded and repulse). The police 
then resorted to the free use of their revolvers 
and bayonets. Itwas hand-to-hand fighting 
of the most desperate sort, the police standing 
back to back and receiving and inflicting ter- 
rible injuries. 

At nidnight the streets were practically in 
possession of the m»>ob. Th: policemen who 
remained uninjured could not attempt to do 
more than maiutain their oe and fight 
on the defensive. In addition to attacks 
from the crowds in the streets, the police 
were exposed to volleys of stones fram win- 
dows, housetops and other points of vantage. 

At2 a.m. the police succeeded 

y 


the streets, after severe fighting, in whic 
many on both sides were wounded. Man 
arrests were made, and the hospitals were 
full of wounded policemen and rioters. 

All the shipping in the harbor of Queens- 
town illuminated in honor of the royal visi. 
tors, anda grand display of fireworks was 
given, which was attended by thousands of 
spectators. 

The mayor of Limerick wrote to the Prince 
of Wales expressing the regret of the citizens 
of that city that the political aspect given to 
the royal visit prevented the tender of a for- 
mal welcome. 


GOLD AND SILVER. 


The Total Production in this Country 
for the 1sS/, 

Mr. Burchard, thedirector of the mint, in 
his special annual report on the production 
of gold and silver in tbe United States for 
the calendar year 1884, estimates the produc- 
tion of the country to have been:

The total 
deposits of gold at the mints during the year 
amounted to $50,518,179, of which 807/20) 


was reported as domestic. 
The total deposits of silver bullion, exclu- 


sive of redeposits, at the mints and assay of- 
fices, was 670,731, of which $82,305,086 


was entered as domestic. 


Fifty-three incorporated companies work- 
ing gol and silver mines paid during the year, 
in ; dividends, $7,567,608. During the 


same period 207 assessments wére levied on 
117 es, on which it is estimated that over 
$4,000,000 have been paid.
